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CLAIMS OF. FORESTRY. 
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BROADCAST TALK BY, 
MR, JOHN MACKAY 


** Forestry ” was the subject of an address 
broadcast from the Irish stations last nicht 
by Mr. John Mackay, author of “ Troddan 
Gold,” the Book of the Forest, and of 
“ Forestry in Ireland.’’ 

Mr. Mackay said that forestry was just 
a branch of conservation, and the conserva- 
tion of natural resources had become, in 
this century, one of the vital questions fac- 
ing the nations, and affecting every man and 
woman, 

Hundreds of thousands of acres of Ire- 
land’s soil had been reduced to bare rock 
by soil-erosion, a consequence of the de- 
struction of our ancient forests. — But. suffi- 
cient plantable land—land capable of being 
planted in economic blocks—still re- 
mained an area which, were ,it under 
ite appropriate crop, the forest would, 
directly or indirectly, support half a million 
of our people, including dependents. 

To' the accomplishment of this great task 
the nation had at last set its hand. Last 
year 8,000,000 trees were planted. It was 
an excellent start. They could not build a 
republic of: trees—for a forest was a repub- 
lic—in a day. But, as a chastening remem- 
brance, if cnly to preserve perspective, they 
should bear in mind that New Zealand, 
with its existing great forest area and 
smaller population planted in one year 
240,000,000 trees. 

What were the fruits of this labour, the 
return that the forest could make?’ One 
answer would be to tell what foreign govern- 
ments were doing to emphasise that forestry 
was the only field in which production had 
not caught up and passed, and as most un- 
likely ever to pass consumption. In a 
small town of Sweden no local taxes were 
paid; the telephone was free; travel on the 
railway was free. The forest paid the 
entire expenses of the town, schools, and 
public library, just because a generation 
or two ago the wise people of the town had 
planted trees. 

Again, in Germany, where their new 
Director of Forestry came from, in a little 
town of 1,600 inhabitants and some 4,500 
acres. of municipal forest, the trees, after 
providing a free allowance of firewood for 
the inhabitants and free lumber for local 
public institutions, yielded a revenue equi- 
valent to £5,400 a year in our money, Jeaving 
the people immune from local rates, provid- 
ing them with a free water supply, free 
electric light and other utility services. 

In conclusion, if he were asked to suggest 
what form our interest in the forests of our 
country should take, he would say that it 
should be, like the forest itself, continuous, 
& growth ever deepening and expanding from 
its own inward force and virtue.

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PREVENTION OF SMUT 
IN WHEAT 
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The following has been issued by the 
Department of Agriculture :—The attention 
of the Department of Agriculture has been 
called to publicity which is being given to 
proprietary dressings that are claimed to act 
not only as a protection against the destruc- 
tion of seed wheat by birds, but also as a 
preventive of bunt. -So far as the Depart- 
ment is aware, no evidence has been pro- 
duced to prove that the substances in question 
are effective as preventives of bunt, and 
in view of the serious loss that may result 
from the use of smutted seed which has 
not been treated with a proper bunt pre- 
ventive, farmers are strongly advised not 
to rely on these substances. 

Leaflet No, 61 issued by the Department 
contains ph mk nae ge as regards the treat- 
ment of seed wheat for the prevention of 
smut and bunt, and mentions also the sub- 
stances which are recommended for this pur- 
pose. Wheat Fun are strongly recom- 
mended to read the leaflet in question, or 
to consult the agricultural instructor for 
the district. 

So far as the treatment of secd wheat 
against depredation by birds is concerned, a 
cheap and effective remedy is to use ordinary 
tar at the rate of not more than one pint 
to a barrel of wheat.
